Continuation of 3. NOTE: The new set of claims 14-20 changes the wording of corresponding original claims 7-13, which requires 
further search and consideration. Claim 14 reads a "predefined number" (line 4), whereas corresponding claim 7 reads a "set number" 
(line 4). Claim 15 reads a "calculation device, responsive to said measuring device, for calculating a ratio reflective of the number (N) of 
packets per said time period (t) M (lines 2-4), whereas corresponding claim 8 reads "a calculation device (4) for calculating the number of 
packets per said period of time (t)" (lines 2-4). Claims 16 and 17 further disclose a first and second detection device, responsive to the 
system packets (lines 5-6), whereas corresponding claims 9 and 10 disclose just a detection device (lines 5-6). 
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
